Only two countries are 
kBCM» to have received formal credits fee military aid, namely, Hungary 
and Co — amist China. 


Hungary received three known credits amounting to $90 Billion during 
1949-54. Reports show that as of October 1955 Hungary owed the Soviet 
Union $120 B ill i on for war materials which is repayable in goods by the 
end of 1965 . It is not known whether the $120 Billion includes, or is 
in addition to, the $90 Billion. Hungary has thus received fro®, the 
Soviet Union between $120 Billion - $210 million in military aid. 

Soviet military credits to Cos-uniat China total $1,648 Billion.
